COLD STORAGE. 


Prof. Robertson Gives Some Pointers 
on Building. 


The department of agriculture has pub- 
lished in pamphiet form a_ etter dated 
16th of January from Prof. Robertson, on 
small buildings for cold storage, from 
which the following extract will be in- 
teresting: 

The insulation of a cold sterage roem 
should net be larger than is actually 
necessary : 

An insu'ating material is anv substence 
which prevents or almost wholly prevents 
the passage through itself of the form of 
energy known as heat. Different sub- 
stances condnuet more er less rapidly and 
are spoken of as being g wd conductors or 
poor conductors of heat. What ever isa 
wood condnuetor of heat would be a verv 
poor insulating material; and a substance 
isa goo! insulating material in prepor- 


timasit is a poor conductor, or non- 
conductor, of heat. 
For the insulation of a eod storage 


building the requirements are that the 
interior of the room or rooms, where the 
products are stered, shall separated 
from the ground and from the ordinary 
atmosphere by sufficient insulating sub 

stances. Among these are wood, paper 
and still air, such as atr confined in hel 

low spaces formed by lonber and paper, 
other insulating materials, 
such as mineral wool, dry sawdust.ordry 
woul shavings. Hf the sawdust or other 
matertal becomes saturated with water it

or by some 


loses its insulating qualities and becomes 
practically a heat conducting material, 
like a bexty of water. 

Air in circulation is practically alwavs 
conveying heat or cold, and is one of the 
hest distributers of heat and cold. Bat it 
ix slow to convey heat except by its own 
tnotion, and thus it becomes an insiulater 
whit h offers the PTC UteEst obstrue tien to 
the transference of heat through itself, 
when it has net freedom to cirentate. 

The insulating etticacy of hallow spaces 
in the walls depends npen the closeness of 
their construction. If the air in them 
ean cireulate, to that extent their insul 
ating power Is I. ot ned. To prevent the 
cirenlation ofair every precaution should 
be taken in putting on the building paper 
to make the plac es where It laps thor- 
oughly close; and two layers ef boilding 
paper should tne putoen the outside of the 
rough boards on the studs, 

Biilding paper is an exeelent insidat- 
ing material. It is practically air-proof. 


and thus prevents ecireulagon of ar 
through itself: bat if the places where it 
Laps « ver, in heing put on, are het minede 
perfectly close, that air-proef quality is 
lost. Partienlar paimes should be taken 
in putting the builling paper on te see 
that it is net torn at anv place. and that 
there are no heh in it Wherever a
